A WORD ON CELERY CULTURE.—Celery delights in a good, rich, moist soil. 
Locations where the soil may become dry should be avoided. Nothing is more bene- 
ficial or so little work as the watering of celery during periods of drought. After it has 
been transplanted and made some growth, the plants should be set in permanent rows 6 
to 8 inches apart in the row. Many private gardeners prefer to use the two-row system 
of trenches; it will be found very advantageous to work. Ii the idea of the market gar- 
dener is carried out, the celery is planted in single rows about 2 feet apart, 6 or 8 inches 
apart in the row. By the former method the celery is usually banked up to blanch until 
almost entirely covered with soil; the top is then covered with leaves or other litter as 
winter approaches. In the single-row system the celery is banked up gradually to blanch, 
and after this process is over, at the approach of winter it is dug up and laid in shallow 
trenches after being cleaned. Storing for winter is done by covering it with water- 
proof celery paper and topping off with soil or leaves. The celery may thus be gotten 
out for market during the severest weather. Good cultivation is highly necessary 
during the growing period.
